to bo expended is only S500,000. 
It is 


true, indue J, that lira. Hopkins is going to 
build n residence at 
Great Harrington. 


It is furtliormoro true that it is to bo a vary 
expensive ono—tlio most expensive probably 
in Massachusetts, or even Now England. It 
will not eostso much as $3,000,00;), but it 
will cost more than §1,030,000. Tho plans 
are completed and have boon accepted, 
Thoy now rasS in tho hands ot Now Yorl; 
architects and will not bo made public for 
somo time. TV'orlc on tho foundation of tho 
building will bo commenced tho coming 
spring and lire. Hopkins orpocts to see it 
ready for occupancy tliroo yoari uonca. 


Thoro is some ir.torogtinp; history woven m 


and about tho life of Mrs. Mark Hopkins. 
Sho is the widow of Mark Hopkins who was 
ono ot tho flvo men ot California who built 
tho Central ""acillc railroad and mado oach 
a princely fortune out of it. TLo Bothers 
woro Lo'.and Stanford, C. P. Euntington, 
aud the two Croakers. Hopkins was tho 
treasurer of tho company from its organiza- 
tion ill 1301 or thereabout, till his death in 
167S. Ho loft an ostato that was inventoried 
at $21,700,000. • 


Ho died without having made a will and 


without children. By the common laws Mrs. 
Hopkins would have been ontitlod to only 
ono-third ot tho imoioaso ostato. The courts 
mado 'nor tho executrix, and sho took posos- 
Bion, but tho two brothors of hor deceased 
husband, Moses and Samuel, or rather Mosas 
and tlio sons of Samuel, for tho lattor had 
died, brought a suit against her and secured 
hoi- removal from tho oxocutorsbip of the os- 
tnto, and an accounting of it.

It was said to 
havo cost $1,000,000, and at that time tho 
Slowart residonce in New York city was tho 
only dwelling-house in America that bad 
cost that snm. It was tho Hopkins; mansion 
that madn Knob Hill the fashionable quar- 
ter of San Francisco.

Since her hus- 
band's death Mrs. Hopkini has purchased 
Monlo park, Ration's famous country place, 
and thoro she has settled her adopted son 
Juntos, a young man of 20, who recently 
married a Miss Crittenden, ot California, ft 
niece of Mrs. Hopkins.
